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In time of crisis, Trump-Pelosi relationship remains broken

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two of the most po- 
wertul people in Woshington hoven’t spoken 
in five months at a time when the nation is bat- 
tling its worst health crisis in a century, one that 
has already killed more than 6,000 Americans 
and put 10 million others out of work. 

President Donald Trump and House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi last talked Oct. 16, when Pelo- 
si pointed her finger at the seated president 
during a heated exchange in a White House 
meeting that was captured in a widely shared 
photograph. Pelosi stormed out, and the two 
leaders' frayed relationship was soon seve- 
red by the House's impeachment of Trump 
months later. Now, there are worries the bro- 
ken relationship could hinder the federal go- 
vernment's ability to respond to the growing 
coronavirus crisis, the extent of the damage 
reflected in Thursday’s report that a record 6.6 
million people filed for unemployment, adding 
to more than 3 million from two weeks earlier.

“Relationships are the be- 
ginning ot everything. Trust 
in one another is key to 
cooperation,” said John M. 
Bridgeland, who held go- 
vernment posts under Presi- 
dents George W. Bush and 
Barack Obama. 

The relationship between 
Trump ond Pelosi, never 
worm, appeors beyond re- 
poir after the Republican 
president’s impeachment, 
according to allies of both 
leaders. Even the COVID-19 
pandemic, which has re- 
written the rules of daily 
American life and threa- 
tens people’s health and 
employment, has done no- 
thing to thaw the ice bet- 
ween the two.

Trump and Pelosi communi- 
cated with — or at — each 
other via Twitter, television 
and intermediaries the 
other side could tolerate. 
Chief among them has 
been Treasury Secretary 
Steven Mnuchin, who ne- 
gotiated the three rescue 
bills passed so far. When 
Trump signed the package 
at the White House, he did- 
n’t invite Pelosi or any other 
Democrats to join him. 
Pelosi and Mnuchin worked 
out the stimulus by speaking 
dozens of times by phone 
and in the speaker’s Capi- 
tol office overlooking the 
Mall. Going forward, new 
White House chief of staff 
Mark Meadows, a former 
congressman who has a 
relationship with Pelosi, is 
expected to be another 
leading conduit. Pelosi 
has played down her lack 
of communication with 
Trump. 

“Whatever communicati- 
ons we need to move for- 
ward, that will be happe- 
ning whether I talk to the 
president or not,” Pelosi 


said Thursday. “It’s not ca- 
sual. It isn’t, ‘Let’s just chat.’ 
It’s about what is the pur- 
pose, what is the urgency, 
does it require the time of 
the speaker and the pre- 
sident, both of whom are 
very busy people.” 

The speaker also an- 
nounced the formation of 
a bipartisan House select 
committee on the corona- 
virus crisis. Trump lashed out 
at the panel as a “witch 
hunt” and said it would ul- 
timately help “build up” his 
poll numbers. 

“I want to remind everyone 
here in our nation’s capital, 
especially in Congress, that 
this is not the time for poli- 
tics, endless partisan investi- 
gations,” Trump said during 
the White House coronavi- 
rus task force briefing. 
During the pandemic is a 
time when Americans may 
have less tolerance for the 
usual partisan bickering or 
brinkmanship. 

“There’s no space for poli- 
tics,” said Democratic Rep. 
Ben McAdams of Utah, 
who is recovering from the 


coronavirus and is one of 
several lawmakers who 
have isolated themselves. 
According to a new poll by 
The Associated Press-NORC 
Center for Public Affairs Re- 
search, 44% of Americans 
approve of how Trump is 
handling the coronavi- 
rus outbreak, mirroring his 
overall approval rating. 
And fewer Americans, 38%, 
approve of the federal go- 
vernment’s job of handling 
the virus’ spread throug- 
hout the country, compa- 
red with larger shares ap- 
proving of how their state 
and local governments are 
doing (57% and 54%, res- 
pectively). 

Just 31% of Americans ap- 
prove of how leaders in 
Congress are addressing 
the coronavirus, while 41% 
disapprove. It wasn’t al- 
ways this bitter between 
Trump and Pelosi. 

After the Democrats cap- 
tured the House in Novem- 
ber 2018, Trump cheered 
for Pelosi to retake the 
speakership, telling aides 
that he respected the Ca- 


lifornia Democrat’s political 
survival skills and believed 
she was a transactional po- 
litician with whom he could 
deal. 

Instead, Pelosi became 
his most visible antagonist, 
creating viral images when 
she mockingly clapped for 
him during his 2019 State 
of the Union address and 
when she strode out of the 
West Wing after another 
tense meeting clad in a de- 
signer coat and sunglasses. 
His demand for federal mo- 
ney for a border wall with 
Mexico, and Pelosi’s refusal 
to agree, led to the longest 
government shutdown in 
history. 

Trump ultimately backed 
down, and the govern- 
ment reopened. 

Their feud exploded last 
year when Pelosi over- 
came her initial reluct- 
ance and authorized an 
impeachment inquiry into 
Trump’s attempts to pressu- 
re Ukraine into investigating 
the family of a Democratic 
political foe, former Vice 
President Joe Biden. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Tiffany 
Pinckney remembers the 
fear when COVID-19 stole 
her breath. So when she 
recovered, the New York 
City mother became one 
of the country’s first survi- 
vors to donate her blood 
to help treat other seriously 
ill patients. 

“It is definitely overwhelm- 
ing to know that in my 
blood, there may be an- 
swers,” Pinckney told The 
Associated Press. 

Doctors around the world 
are dusting off a century- 
old treatment for infec- 
tions: Infusions of blood 
plasma teeming with im- 
mune molecules that 
helped survivors beat the 
new coronavirus. There’s 
no proof it will work. But 
former patients in Houston 
and New York were early 
donors, and now hospi- 
tals and blood centers are 
getting ready for poten- 
tially hundreds of survivors 


to follow.“There’s a tre- 
mendous call to action,” 
said Dr. David Reich, presi- 
dent of New York’s Mount 
Sinai Hospital, which de- 
clared Pinckney recov- 
ered and raced to collect 
her blood. “People feel 
very helpless in the face of 
this disease. And this is one 
thing that people can do 


to help their fellow human 
beings.” 

As treatments get un- 
derway, “we just hope it 
works," he said. 

What the history books call 
“convalescent serum” was 
most famously used during 
the 1918 flu pandemic, 
and also against measles, 
bacterial pneumonia and 


numerous other infections 
before modern medicine 
came along. Why? When 
infection strikes, the body 
starts making proteins 
called antibodies spe- 
cially designed to target 
that germ. Those antibod- 
ies float in survivors’ blood 
— specifically plasma, 
the yellowish liquid part of 
blood — for months, even 
years. 

When new diseases erupt 
and scientists are scram- 
bling for vaccines or drugs, 
it's “a stopgap measure 
that we can put into place 
quickly,” said Dr. Jeffrey 
Henderson of Washington 
University School of Medi- 
cine in St. Louis, who is 
helping to develop a na- 
tionwide study. 

This “is not a cure per se, 
but rather it is a way to 
reduce the severity of ill- 
ness,” Henderson said. 
Doctors don’t know how 
long survivors’ antibodies 
against COVID-19 will per- 
sist. 

But for now, “they’re the 


safest ones on the street,” 
said Dr. Rebecca Haley of 
Bloodworks Northwest in 
Seattle, which is working to 
identify donors. "We would 
not be making a dent in 
their antibody supply for 
themselves." 

Last week, the Food and 
Drug Administration told 
hospitals how to seek 
case-by-case emergency 
permission to use conva- 
lescent plasma, and Hous- 
ton Methodist Hospital and 
Mount Sinai jumped at the 
chance. 

And a desperate public 
responded, with families 
taking to social media to 
plead on behalf of sick 
loved ones and people 
recovering asking how 
they could donate. Ac- 
cording to Michigan State 
University, more than 1,000 
people signed up with the 
National COVID-19 Con- 
valescent Plasma Project 
alone. Dozens of hospitals 
formed that group to spur 
plasma donation and re- 
search. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Pat Mar- 
mo walked among 20 or 
so deceased in the base- 
ment of his Brooklyn funeral 
home, his protective mask 
pulled down so his pleas 
could be heard. 

“Every person there, they’re 
not a body,” he said. 
“They’re a father, they’re 
a mother, they're a grand- 
mother. They’re not bodies. 
They’re people.” 

Like many funeral homes in 
New York and around the 
globe, Marmo’s business is 
in crisis as he tries to meet 
surging demand amid the 
coronavirus pandemic 
that has killed around 1,400 
people in New York City 
alone, according to a tally 
from Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. His two cellphones and 
the office line are ringing 
constantly. He's apologiz- 
ing to families at the start 
of every conversation for 
being unusually terse, and 
begging them to insist hos- 
pitals hold their dead loved 
ones as long as possible. 

His company is equipped 
to handle 40 to 60 cases 
at a time, no problem. On 
Thursday morning, it was 
taking care of 185. 

“This is a state of emer- 
gency,” he said. “We need 
help.” 

Funeral directors are being 


squeezed on one side by 
inundated hospitals trying 
to offload bodies, and on 
the other by the fact that 
cemeteries and crematori- 
ums are booked for a week 
at least, sometimes two. 
Marmo let The Associat- 
ed Press into his Daniel J. 
Schaefer funeral home in 
the Sunset Park neighbor- 
hood of Brooklyn on Thurs- 
day to show how dire the 
situation has become. 

He has about 20 embalmed 
bodies stored on gurneys 


and stacked on shelves in 
the basement and anoth- 
er dozen in his secondary 
chapel room, both chilled 
by air conditioners. 

He estimated that more 
than 60% had died of the 
new coronavirus. For most 
people, the virus causes 
mild or moderate symp- 
toms, but for some, es- 
pecially older adults and 
people with existing health 
problems, it can cause 
more severe illness and 
lead to death.

“It’s surreal,” he said. 
Hospitals in New York have 
been using refrigerated 
trucks to store the dead, 
and Marmo is trying to 
find his own. One compa- 
ny quoted him a price of 
$6,000 per month, and oth- 
ers are refusing outright be- 
cause they don’t want their 
equipment used for bodies. 
Even if he gets a truck, he 
has nowhere obvious to put 
it. He's wondering if the po- 
lice station across the street 
might let him use its drive- 


way. He's also hoping the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency will lift regulations 
that limit the hours crema- 
toriums can operate. That 
would ease some of the 
backlog. 

“I need somebody to help 
me,” he said. “Maybe if 
they send me refrigeration, 
or guide me in a way that I 
could set up a refrigerated 
trailer that I could keep, 
and I could supervise.” 
Patrick Kearns, a fourth- 
generation funeral director 
in Queens, said the indus- 
try has never experienced 
anything like this. His family 
was prepared on 9/11 for 
their business to be over- 
run, but with so many bod- 
ies lost amid the rubble, the 
rush never came. 

He’s seeing it now. The Ke- 
arns’ business in Rego Park 
is just minutes from Elm- 
hurst Hospital, a hot spot 
in the city, which itself has 
emerged as the epicen- 
ter of the U.S. outbreak. 
Through the first 15 days 
of March, the family’s four 
funeral homes held 15 ser- 
vices. In the second half of 
the month, they had 40. 
Like Marmo, Kearns has 
converted a small chapel 
into a makeshift refrigera- 
tor with an air conditioner. 
Other funeral directors told 
The Associated Press this 
week they were prepared 
to take similar measures.G

Improvising in a makeshift ICU in Spain

BADALONA, Spain (AP) — 

The tension is palpable. 
There is no non-essential 
talking. An orchestra ot 
medical monitors marks 
the tempo with an endless 
series of soft, distinct beeps. 
Never have so many peo- 
ple been inside the library 
of the Germans Trias i Pu- 
jol hospital in northeastern 
Spain. But the health care 
workers in improvised pro- 
tective gear aren't consult- 
ing medical books. Instead, 
they're treating patients in 
critical condition suffering 
from pneumonia caused 
by the coronavirus. 

From the outside, this make- 
shift intensive-care unit in 
Badalona, near Barcelona, 
looks nothing like a library. 
The bookshelves have 
been removed to make 
room for up to 20 hospital 
beds, breathing machines 
and an array of medical 
equipment after the long- 
standing ICU and other ar- 
eas of the hospital flooded 
with COVID-19 patients. 
With the scarcity of full- 
body protective suits across 
Spain, doctors and nurses 
are employing what they 
can find, reusing masks, 
layering oversized surgical 
gowns with plastic aprons 
and running through an 
infinite number of latex 
gloves. 

Like scuba divers, they 
apply a small dose of de- 
tergent to their goggles 
just before stepping into 
the sweltering, virus-laden 
room in the hopes of miti- 
gating the inevitable fog- 
ging of their eye protec- 
tion caused by their own 
breathing. 

They'll be at it for hours, 
racing from patient to pa- 
tient, sweating under all 
the layers.

journalists enters the room 
to document the work, 
but their presence is barely 
noticed. Health workers re- 
main focused on their es- 
sential tasks - monitoring 
vitals, administering medi- 
cation, manipulating the 
tubes and cords connect- 
ing the patients to a pleth- 
ora of machines. 

Most patients are intubat- 
ed and hooked up to ven- 
tilators. About half have 
been flipped onto their 
stomachs to ease pressure 
on their lungs and help 
their breathing. Nurses ac- 
knowledge that this is not a 
hopeful sign. 

As Spain sees the rate of 
infections slowly stabilize, it 
continues logging a daily 
record number of deaths 
- Thursday set a record, 
with 950 deaths in 24 hours. 
More than 10,000 people 
have died in Spain thus far. 
The patients in this alter- 
nate ICU will likely spend 
weeks in the hospital be- 
fore their battle with the vi- 
rus is won or lost. They fight 
for life without their loved 
ones, who are unable to 


visit them. 

Nurses on the other side 
of the glass observe their 
movements, typing away 
on computers. Communi- 
cating on walkie-talkies, 
those inside give them 
the latest developments: 
“37.8C.” One of the pa- 
tients has a fever again. 
Medication is then injected 
into the IV bag. 

Time floats, and not just 
because the nurses are un- 
able to see their watches 
from behind their foggy 
goggles. 

As one person's shift ends, 
the laborious process of 
leaving the ICU begins. 
Nurses exit via a designat- 
ed door and remove their 
now-contaminated armor, 
one piece at a time. Gog- 
gles go into one bucket, 
gowns in another. The outer 
layer of gloves and aprons 
are thrown into the trash. 

A weight is lifted off their 
shoulders as they leave the 
ICU behind. But another 
weight takes its place in the 
form of a haunting ques- 
tion: Will the virus follow 
them home?Q

ROAAE (AP) — San Marino 
needed medical masks. 
Badly. 

The tiny republic, wedged 
next to two of Italy’s hard- 
est-hit provinces in the CO- 
VID-19 outbreak, had al- 
ready registered 11 deaths 
by March 17 — a sizeable 
number in a country of just 
33,000, and o horbinger of 
worse to come. So authori- 
ties sent off a bank trans- 
fer to o supplier in Lugono, 
Switzerland, to pay for a 
half-million masks, to be 
shared with Italian neigh- 
bors. 

Next day, the truck re- 
turned empty. The compa- 
ny was refusing to provide 
the masks. 

Said Dr. Gabriele Rinaldi, 
director of San Marino’s 
Health Authority: “It was a 
very bitter lesson.” 

It’s not clear whether the 
mask supplier, who was not 
identified, refused to deliver 
because another customer 
offered more. But what is 
clear is that the oft-pro- 
claimed solidarity amang 
nations waging battle 
against the pandemic has 
been tested — if not shat- 
tered — by national and 
carparate self-interest. 

A health official in France’s 
hard-hit eastern region said 
U.S. officials swooped in at 
a Chinese airport to spirit 
away a planeload of masks 
that France had ordered. 
"On the tarmac, the Ameri- 


cans arrive, take out cash 
and pay three or four times 
more for our orders, so we 
really have to fight," Dr. 
Jean Rottner, an emer- 
gency room doctor in Mul- 
house, told RTL radio. 

The U.S. Embassy in Paris 
on Friday insisted that no 
one from the federal gov- 
ernment bought masks 
destined for France. Presi- 
dent Donald Trump has 
suggested, however, that 
states get their own medi- 
cal equipment to fight the 
virus, setting off a mad 


scramble amang state of- 
ficials. 

A similar squabble follawed 
a shipment of masks aimed 
for Berlin police. 

On Friday, Berlin’s top secu- 
rity official, Andreas Geisel, 
accused the United States 
of using “Wild West meth- 
ods’’ after a delivery of hun- 
dreds of thousands of face 
masks destined for Berlin 
police was diverted to the 
U.S. en route from Ghina. 
German media reported 
this happened as the masks 
were being transferred be- 


tween planes in Thailand. 
The U.S. embassy in Berlin 
didn’t immediately cam- 
ment. 

France, meanwhile, has 
laid claim to supplies within 
its borders. In Lyon, inside 
the main southern Euro- 
pean distribution facility of 
the Swedish medical sup- 
ply company Molnlycke, 
were millions of masks that 
France was reluctant to let 
go for export. 

“We recognize that France 
has imposed an export ban 
for face masks and this ban 



was just extended," said 
Jenny Johansson, the com- 
pany’s global manager 
far carparate communi- 
cations. She declined to 
comment on reports that 
France ultimately allowed 
a million masks apiece to 
go to Spain and Italy. 
“However, this is not only 
about France,” she said. 
“We see government re- 
strictions across most coun- 
tries in which we are ac- 
tive." 

The European Union, a bloc 
of 27 nations built upon 
open borders and markets, 
has tried to temper this na- 
tional free-for-all. 

The day after San Marino’s 
health minister publicly la- 
mented the rejected ac- 
quisition, Switzerland en- 
acted an ordinance oblig- 
ing companies to seek 
government authorization 
to export protective medi- 
cal devices. But Swiss em- 
bassy political attache 
Lorenza Faessler noted that 
the ordinance specifically 
exempts the EU and several 
other countries in Europe, 
including San Marino. 

The EU’s internal market 
cammissioner, Thierry Bret- 
on, told the Italian daily 
Corriere della Sera that 
progress had been made 
in dealing with exports of 
medical equipment by 
France, Germany and 
some other nations. He said 
at the moment only Poland 
and Slovakia were keeping 
the ban. □

DRACHTEN, Netherlands 
(AP) — Circus Renz Ber- 
lin’s fleet of blue, red and 
yellow trucks have had a 
fresh lick of paint over the 
winter. But now, os corona- 
virus measures shut down 
the entertainment industry 
across Europe, they have 
no place to go. 

"It's catastrophic for every- 
body," said Sarina Renz, of 
the family circus thot hos 
been in existence since 
1842. 

For the foreseeable future, 
the circus is parked up be- 
hind an equestrian center 
in a northern Dutch town, 
waiting and hoping for an 
end to the crisis. 

The German circus’ ani- 


mals, including eight Si- 
berian steppe camels, 15 
horses and o llama, are 
spending their time in san- 
dy fields munching their 
way through the circus’ 
supply of food and supplies 
donated by locals. 

"We have food, but not for 
long. We're already nearly 
through our reserves. Now 
other people have helped 
by bringing things for the 
coming weeks. We've got 
supplies from people, thot’s 
really fantastic." 

There are 18 members of 
the extended Renz family 
on hand to look after the 
animals, other performers 
have already been sent 
home, Sarina said. 


Children from the fam- 
ily poss the time playing 
around the trucks and ani- 
mols and get home school- 
ing - that’s new for most 
children in the Netherlands 
but not for the Renz fam- 
ily, who usually are moving 
from one show location to 
the next too often to at- 
tend a regularschool. 

For now, the family has to 
get used to a more sta- 
tionary way of life, but one 
without the lifeblood of the 
circus: The public. 

"We’re just used to per- 
forming our shows. That's 
our life,” says Sarina. “We 
live to make other people 
happy with our shows, our 
attractions. "□ 
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Tesla's 1Q car sales surged before pandemic shut things down

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — Tes- 
la's sales of its increasingly 
popular electric cars got off 
to fast start this year, even 
though the company had 
to slam the brakes along 
with other major automak- 
ers last month because of 
worldwide efforts to con- 
tain the worst pandemic in 
a century. 

The Palo Alto, California, 
company delivered 88,400 
vehicles during the first 
three months of the year, 
based on preliminary num- 
bers released Thursday. 
That represented a 40% in- 
crease from the same time 
last year and came close 
to matching the average 
sales estimate of 89,000 
vehicles among analysts 
polled by FactSet. Those 
projections had fallen from 
estimated sales of 107,000 
Tesla vehicles when Fact- 
Set surveyed analysts at the 
end of February. 

Investors apparently had 
been bracing fora letdown 
amid the economic turmoil 
triggered by the health cri- 
sis that has already killed 
more than 50,000 people 
worldwide while infect- 
ing more than 1 million. 


with some experts already 
predicting the ban keep- 
ing Tesla's Fremont factory 
closed could extend into 
June. Tesla estimated it 
could have made nearly 
500,000 cars in Fremont this 
year in addition to 150,000 
vehicles at a new factory in 
China. 

Tesla entered 2020 with high 
hopes, with the outspoken 
Musk brashly predicting the 
company's sales would ex- 
ceed 500,000 cars for the 
year. That would be up sig- 
nificantly higher than the 
company's sales of 367,500 
last year. 

After years of huge losses, 
Tesla also appeared to be 
turning the corner finan- 
cially a fter two consecu- 
tive quarters of profits. 

The company will release its 
financial results for the first 
quarter later this month or 
early next month. 

Those numbers will also 
give investors an idea of 
how much cash Tesla has 
available to help ride out 
the economic turbulence 
still ahead. The company 
ended December with 
$6.3 billion and raised an- 
other $2 billion in February 
while its stock was still a hot 
commodity.Q

Wedbush Securities ana- 
lyst Daniel Ives described 
Tesla's sales numbers as “a 
small victory in a dark envi- 
ronment." 

Tesla's stock surged nearly 
17% to $531 in extended 
trading after the first-quar- 
ter sales figures came out. 
Even so, Tesla's stock has 
lost nearly half its value 
since peaking nearly two 
months ago amid rising 
hopes that the company's 
cars were on the verge of 


making the leap from the 
luxury to mainstream mar- 
ket. 

Tesla CEO Elon Muck was 
among those who initially 
downplayed the threat 
posed by the coronavirus, 
and publicly predicted it 
would be not much worse 
than the flu. He has since 
pledged to help make 
the ventilators needed for 
people battling COVID-19, 
although local officials had 
to pressure Tesla to close 


its main factory in Fremont, 
California, last month after 
an edict was issued to close 
down most businesses. 
Before the shutdown, Tes- 
la manufactured nearly 
102,700 vehicles in the first 
three months of the year, 
a 33% increase from the 
same 2019 period. 

The company won't be 
making any more cars un- 
til at least early May under

Small biz rescue off to spotty start; some banks not ready

NEW YORK (AP) — The fed- 
eral government's relief 
program forsmall business- 
es is off to a bumpy start Fri- 
day, with some businesses 
able to apply and several 
big banks saying they’re 
not ready to process ap- 
plications. 

Millions of small businesses 
are expected to apply for 
these desperately needed 
resaid scue loans from the 
$349 billion Paycheck Pro- 
tection Program, which 
was put in place to help 
them retain workers and 
pay bills during the coro- 
navirus pandemic. Rough- 
ly 2,300 loans valued at 
$889 million have been 
processed so far, said Jo- 
vita Carranza, administra- 
tor of the Small Business 
Administration. 


The program is being over- 
seen by the SBA but banks 
are handling the applica- 
tion process. Some large 
lenders like Wells Fargo, 
Huntington Bank and Bank 
of America said are ready 
to go. BofA said they've 
gotten 28,000 applications 
so far. 

Others like JPMorgan 
Chase said they wouldn't 
accept applications on 
Friday, citing lack of guid- 
ance from the Treasury 
Department. 

Ted Stein, who operates 
a small software business 
in West Virginia, filled out 
an online form Thursday 
through PNC Bank ,saying 
he was interested in ap- 
plying. On Friday, a bank 
representative told Stein 
he was unaware that the 
form was on its website. Af- 
ter Stein explained to him 
where to find it, the rep- 
resentative told Stein the 


bank wasn't accepting 
applications and that he 
should keep checking his 
online account for guid- 
ance in the coming hours 
and days, Stein said. 

“It was almost comical, 
but heartbreaking. It’s 
tragicomedy, I guess," he 
said. 

Going into the program's 
launch Friday, the banking 
industry had been trying 
to temper expectations 
about how many business- 
es will get the cash they 
need on Friday. 

Banks large and small will 
have to process these 
loans as quickly as possible 
in order to get their cus- 
tomers a slice of the pro- 
gram. 

The banks have moved 
employees into new de- 
partments — a logistical 
challenge given many 
employees are working re- 
motely — just to potential-

scriptions have risen - the 
latter even when they’ve 
lowered paywalls for pan- 
demic-reloted stories. 

But newspopers ond oth- 
er publications are under 
pressure as advertising cro- 
ters. They are cutting jobs, 
staff hours and pay, drop- 
ping print editions - and in 
some cases shutting down 
entirely. Circulation and 
web traffic are up at the 
Sun Chronicle, a daily in 
Attleboro, Massachusetts, 
as it scrambles to cover 
the coronavirus pandemic. 
It's “all we do," said Craig 
Borges, executive editor 
and general manager. But 
with many local restau- 
rants, gyms, colleges and 
other businesses closed, the 
paper has laid off a hand- 
ful of sales and mailroom 
employees and a politi- 
cal reporter. It has about a 
dozen newsroom employ- 
ees left. “Hopefully we can 
work this out and make it 
through,” Borges said. 
Researchers have long wor- 
ried that the next recession 
— which economists say is 
already upon us — “could 
be an extinction-level 
event for newspapers," 
said Penelope Abernathy, 
a University of North Caro- 
lina professor who studies 
the news industry. 

More than 2,100 cities and 


towns have lost a paper in 
the past 15 years, mostly 
weeklies, and newsroom 
employment has shrunk 
by half since 2004. Many 
publications struggled as 
consumers turned to the 
internet for news, battered 
by the Great Recession of 
2007-2009 and the rise of gi- 
ants like Google and Face- 
book that dominated the 
market for digital ads. 

More recently, big national 
newspapers like The New 
York Times, The Washington 
Post and The Wall Street 
Journal have diversified 
revenue by adding millions 


of digital subscribers. Many 
others, however, remain 
heavily dependent on ad- 
vertising. 

Twenty global news pub- 
lishers recently surveyed 
by the International News 
Media Association expect 
a median 23% decline in 
2020 ad sales. In the U.S., 
newspaper ad revenues 
have dropped 20% to 30% 
in the last few weeks com- 
pared with a year ago, FTI 
Consulting's Ken Harding 
wrote in another INMA re- 
port. 

On Monday, the largest U.S. 
newspaper chain, Gan- 


nett, announced 15-day 
furloughs and pay cuts for 
many employees. On Tues- 
day, another major chain, 
Lee Enterprises, also an- 
nounced salary reductions 
and furloughs. The Tampa 
Bay Times, owned by the 
nonprofit Poynter Institute, 
cut five days of its print edi- 
tion and announced fur- 
loughs for non-newsroom 
staff. Further down the food 
chain, many smaller pub- 
lishers - particularly local 
alt-weeklies with a heavy 
focus on dining, arts and 
entertainment - are mak- 
ing even harder decisions. 
In rural Nevada, Battle Born 
Media is scaling back or 
ceasing publication of six 
rural weekly newspapers. 
The Reno News & Review, 
an alternative weekly, sus- 
pended operations and 
laid off all staffers. C&G 
Newspapers, which pub- 
lishes 19 weekly newspa- 
pers near Detroit, suspend- 
ed print publication. Al- 
ternative paper Pittsburgh 
Current went online-only. 
Report for America, which 
subsidizes journalists in local 
newsrooms and at The As- 
sociated Press, says some 
of its local-media partners 
report such deteriorating 
finances that they may not 
be able to pay their half of 
these reporters’ salaries.Q

fired by Navy leaders who 
said he created a pan- 
ic by sending his memo 
pleading for help to too 
many people. 

Acting Navy Secretary 
Thomas Modly said the 
ship’s commander, Capt. 


Brett Crozier, “demonstrat- 
ed extremely poor judg- 
ment” in the middle of a 
crisis. He said the captain 
copied too many people 
on the memo, which was 
leaked to a California 
newspaper and quickly 
spread to many news out- 
lets. 

Modly's decision to re- 
move Crozier as ship com- 
mander was immediately 
condemned by members 
of the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, who 
called it a “destabilizing 
move” that will “likely put 
our service members at 
greater risk and jeopardize 
our fleet’s readiness.” 
Modly told Pentagon re- 


porters during an abruptly 
called press conference 
Thursday that Crozier 
should have gone directly 
to his immediate com- 
manders, who were al- 
ready moving to help the 
ship. And he said Crozier 
created a panic by sug- 
gesting 50 sailors could 
die. 

The USS Theodore Roos- 
evelt, with a crew of 
nearly 5,000, is docked in 
Guam, and the Navy has 
said as mony as 3,000 will 
be taken off the ship and 
quarantined by Friday. 
More than 100 sailors on 
the ship have tested posi- 
tive for the virus, but none 
is hospitalized. □

Nof canceling shows, 
concerts, fesfivals, movie premiers, 
book launches, dance recifals, arf 
galleries, fv producfions, music al- 


bum debufs, buf simply posfponing 
fhem. This crisis does offer Aruba a 
chance fo hit fhe resef buffon. To 
fruly make a roadmap for develop- 
ing new economies for fhe coun- 
fry. We cannof keep fighfing fires 
as fhey sneak up on us, buf rafher 
we should use fhis as an oppor- 
funify fo learn a valuable lesson; 
creafivify fogefher with innovafion 
leads fowards susfainabilify. 

Moving Forward 

Aruba is known for being resilienf, 
buf fhis will be our biggesf frial. No 
challenge comes easy, buf fhe 
lesson is always greafer fhan fhe 
downfall. Aruba has proven fo 
overcome many obsfacles over 
fhe years and wifhouf doubf we 
will survive once fhis sform passes.

‘Nos fa un pueblo trahador’, our 
leaders like fo say, fhis is fhe way fo show if off, fo become fhe cleanesf 
island in the Caribbean. 

2) Many requesfs for building permifs are sfuck in fhe bureaucraf- 
ic governmenf process. Name a Masfer-Architecf for fhe counfry of 
Aruba, as normal in many countries. This will sfimulafe design and con- 
sfrucfion. Wifh ease, he can issue 20-30 permifs per day, including fhe 
permif fo sfarf using fhe plofs of land for which fhose cifizens already 
have a long lease opfion or are owner/leaseholder. 

3) The counfry of Aruba, has promised in wrifing over a fhousand 
small plofs of lease land for building fheir own house. However mosf 
have nof been formally processed yef. Here fhe same, forgef abouf 
all fhe normal procedures, and issue immediafely permissions fo sfart 
building. Couple if needed fhese plofs fo fhe sfandard building plans 
thaf DOW has permif ready. The nofarial process can follow in fhe 
coming monfhs. Do fhis as well by appointing a Long Lease Masfer. 
Each small house gives immediafe work fo 4-5 persons (fhis creafes 
responsible social disfancing). Furthermore fhe supply chains can keep 
fheir workers. 

Counf for your selves how much direcf employmenf can be creafed 
almosf overnighf.
